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(54) WET TISSUE STORAGE CONTAINER AND ASSEMBLED BODY OF THE CONTAINER 

(57) A wet tissue container (10) Includes a container 
body (11), a Hd (23) supported for turning on the con- 
talner body (1 1 ) and a bottom wall (1 2) hermetically dos- 
ing the open lower end of the container body (11). A rub- 
ber plate (50) is extended between the container body 
(11) and the Hd (23). The wet tissue container (10) Is 
held by a container holder (1 ). The container holder (1 ) . 
has a back part (2) on which the bottom wall ( 1 2) is seat- ' 
ed, guide parts (3, 4) of an L-shaped cross section that 
engage edge parts (12a, 12b) of the bottom wall (12) 
and edge parts (1 4a, 1 4b) of a flange (1 4) formed on the 
container body (1 1 ). a support part (5) to be inserted In 
a slot formed In a toilet paper holder (7) Is connected to 
the back pan (2).

TECHNICAL FIELD 

[0001] The present invention relates to a wet tissue S 
container and a wet tissue dispenser, i . e. t a combination 
of the wet tissue container and a container holder. 

BACKGROUND ART 

10 

[0Q02] A wet tissue container containing wet tissues 
has an opening through which wet tissues are taken out, 
and the opening Is closed hermetically by a removable 
lid. 

[0003] Such a conventional wet tissue container has *5 
a container body containing wet tissues and provided 
with an opening, and a lid hermetically dosing the open- 
ing of the container body. 

[0004] When using the wet tissues contained In the 
wet tissue container, the lid Is opened and the tissues 20 
are taken out one by one through the opening of the con- 
tainer body. 

[0005] As mentioned above, the conventional wet tis- 
sue container has the container body and the lid sup- 
ported for turning on the container body. When using the *s 
wet tissues contained in the wet tissue container, the lid 
is turned open and the wet tissues are taken out of the 
container body through the opening. 
[0006] Incidentally, wet tissues made of a water-solu- 
ble materiel have been developed in recent years. Such 30 
wet tissues are used in a toilet room and the used wet 
tissues can be thrown Into a toilet bowl for disposal. It 
is convenient ff the wet tissue container can be attached 
to a toilet paper holder placed In the toilet room.

DISCLOSURE OF THE INVENTION 

[0007] The present invention has been made in view 
of such circumstances and it is therefore an object of 
the present invention to provide a wet tissue container 4Q 
that can be easily held on a holder in a toilet room or the 
like, and a combination of a wet tissue container and a 
container holder. 

[0008J According to the present Invention, a combina- 
tion of a wet tissue container and a container holder ca- *s 
pable of holding the wet tissue container on a fixed struc* 
ture In a room is provided. 

[0009] According to the present invention, a wet tis- 
sue container is provided with a fastening means for fas- 
tening the wet tissue container to a fixed structure in a so 
room. 

[0010] According to the present invention, the wet tis- 
sue container can be easily attached to a fixed structure 
In, for example, a toilet room by fixing the contaJner hold- 
er to the fixed structure. ss 
£0011] The wet tissue container can be easily at- 
tached to a fixed structure in, for example, a toilet room. 



Rg. 1 is a perspective view showing a wet tissue 
dispenser, i.e., a combination of a wet tissue con- 
tainer and a container holder, In a first embodiment 
according to the present invention; 
Fig. 2 is a perspective view showing a container 
holder and a wet tissue container separated from 
the container holder of the wet tissue dispenser 
shown in Fig. 1 ; 

Fig. 3 is a perspective view showing the wet tissue 
container shown In Rg. 2; 
Fig 4 is a sectional view showing a sealed pouch 
containing wet tissues; 

Rg. 5 is a perspective view showing the wet tissue 
container shown in Fig. 2 attached to a toilet paper 
holder; 

Fig. 6 is a sectional view showing the container 
holder; 

Fig. 7 is a perspective view showing a wet tissue 
dispenser, i.e., a combination of a setttesue con- 
tainer and a container holder, in a second embodi- 
ment according to the present Invention; 
Fig. 8 is front elevation showing the container holder 
shown in Fig. 7; 

Rg. 9 is a perspective view showing the wet tissue 
container shown in Fig. 7 attached to a toilet paper 
holder; 

Fig. 10 is a sectional view showing the container 
holder shown in Fig. 7; 

Rg. 11 is a side elevation view showing a modifica- 
tion of a container holder included In a third embod- 
iment of the present Invention; 
Fig. 1 2 is a side elevation showing a container hold- 
er in another modification; 
Rg. 1 3 is a side elevation showing a container hold- 
er in a third modification; 

Fig. 14 is a side elevation showing a container hold- 
er in a fourth modification; 

Fig. 15 is a side elevation showing a wet tissue con- 
tainer in a modification; and 
Rg. 16 Is a perspective view showing a wet tissue 
container in another modification. 

BEST MODE FOR CARRYING OUT THE INVENTION 

First Embodiment 

[0013] Preferred embodiments of the present inven- 
tion will be described with reference to the accompany- 
ing drawings. Figs. 1 to 6 show a first embodiment of 
the present invention. 

[0014] Awettfesue container (container with a Iid> 10 
will be described with reference to Fig. 3. Referring to 
Fig. 3, the container with a lid 10a has a container body 
11 with an open lower end for containing wet tissues 41 
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(Rg. 4), and a bottom wall 12 hermetically closing tha 
open lower end of the container body 11 . The container 
body 1 1 has a top wall 27 provided with an opening 24, 
and a side- wall 1 3 extending down from the top wall 27. 
A lid 23 for hermetically closing the opening 24 of the 
top prate 27 Js supported for turning on the side wall 1 3 
of the container body 11 . 

[0015] A flange 14 Is formed around the lower end of 
the side wall 13. The bottom wall 12 is joined to the 
flange 14. Tha bottom wall 12 has a projecting part 12d, 
i.e., a finger tab, projecting outside the periphery of the 
side wall 13. A pair of opposite side parts 13a and 13b 
of the side wall 13 are bulged convBxty. 
[0016] The top wall 27 of the container body 1 1 has a 
first top part (first thin part) 27a forming a substantially 
central part of the top wall 27, an upright part 28 rising 
from the periphery of the first top part 27a, and a second 
top part (second thin pan) 27b extending from the upper 
end of the upright part 2B on a lavof above that of the 
first top part 27a. The opening 24 through which wet tis- 
sues 41 are taken out, is formed In the first top part 27a. 
[0017] Tho first top part 27a Is provided with a vertical 
annular wall 94. The opening 24 Is formed In a part of 
the first top part 27a Inside the annular wall 94, An an- 
nular rib 37 that can be fitted by the annular wall 94 Is, 
formed on tho Inner surface of the lid 23. The lid 23 Is 
turned so that the annular rib 37 Is fitted In the space 
surrounded by the annular wall 94 to close the opening 
24 hermetically. Reinforcing ribs 81 are formed on the 
Inner surface of the lid 23. 

[0018] As shown in Fig. 3, the lid 23 Is provided on Its 
free end part with a side rib 36. A stopping projection 32 
- is formed integrally with the side rib 36. 
[0019] An upper end part of the side wall 13 on the 
si de of the free end part of the lid 23 is recessed to form 
a recessed step SB recessed from the top wall 27. A vor- 
tical wall 55a is provided on tha recessed step 58. A hor- 
izontal wall 55b projects forward from the upper end of 
the vertical wall 55a. A catching projection 33 is formed 
on the inner surface of the vertical wall 55a, The stop- 
ping projection 32 of the lid 23 can be engaged with the 
catching projection 33. The vertical wall S5a and the hor^ 
izontal wall 55b constitute an operating member 55 for 
opening the fid 23. 

[0020] A rubber plate 50 Is extended between the con- 
tainer body 11 and the lid 23 to bias the lid 23 in an open- 
ing direction. The rubber plate 50 has one end Inserted 
in a slot 75 formed in the container body 11, and the 
other end fastened to a holding part 76 formed on tha 
lid 23 and spaced a predetermined distance apart from 
the container body 11. 

[0021] The container body 11 and the lid 23 are 
formed of a polypropylene resin (PP) by injection mold- 
ing. The container body 1 1 and the lid 23 may be formed 
of any one of PE resins, PS resins. ABS resins, elas- 
tomers. PET resins, PVC resins and polycarbonate res- 
Ins. Preferably, the bottom wail 12 is formed of a linear, 
low-danslty polyethylene resin (LLDPE). The rubber 



plate 50 Is formed of silicone rubber. The holding part 
76 is formed of a PP resin. 

[0022] The operating member 55 included in the con- 
tainer body 11 will bo described. As shown in Fig, 3, a 

5 finger tab 88 Is f ormod by bending a free end part of the 
horizontal wall 55b upward. The horizontal wall 55b can 
be easily moved down by depressing the finger tab 88 
by a finger. The finger tab 38 Is formed In an upward 
convex shape to facilitate putting a finger on the finger 

to tab 88. 

[0023] As shown in Rg. 3. the top wall 27 of the con- 
tainer body 1 1 is provided with the annular wall 94 hav- 
ing an Inner surface that engages the annular rib 37 of 
the lid 23. The upper edge of the annular wall 94 is 

f* chamfered to form a bevel surface 94a to enable tho lid 
23 to be easily opened even If a wet tissue 41 is caught 
between the annular rib 37 and the annular wall 94. Tho 
bevel surface 94a is formed in the entire upper edge of 
the annular wall 94 excluding a section corresponding 

20 to the rubber plate 50. The biasing force of the rubber 
plate 50 acting on a part of the annular rib 37 In the vi- 
cinity of tho rubber plate 50 is high and hence the part 
of the upper edge of the annular wall 94 corresponding 
to the rubber plate 50 does not need to be chamfered 

55 and the annular rib 37 and the annular wall 94 are In 
close engagement. 

[0024] A structure forming the opening 24 of the top 
plate 27 of the container body 11 will be described. The 
first top part 27a of the top wait 27 is provided with a pair 

30 of first flaps 82 extending into the opening 24. and a pair 
of second flaps 83 extending into the opening 24. The 
pair of first flaps 82 and the pair of second flaps 83 are 
disposed opposite to each other. 
[0025] Each of the pair of first flaps 82 and the pair of 

55 second flaps 83 has a wavy sectional shape extending 
from the base end toward the free end thereof. Thus, 
bending directions of the pair of first flaps 82 and the 
pair of second flaps 83 perpendicular to directions along 
the lengths of the flaps 82 and 83 are determined, so 

^o that the flaps 82 and 83 can be stabry and surely bent. 
[0026] The pair of first flaps 82 are extended away 
from each other to expand a space between the pair of 
first flaps 82 toward the extremities of the pair of first 
flaps 82, and the pair of second flaps 83 extend away 
from each other to expand a space between the pair of 
second flaps 83 toward the extremities of the pair of sec- 
ond flaps 83. 

[0027] The wet tissues 41 contained in the contalnor 
body 11 will be described with reference to Fig. 4. Re- 
50 ferring to Fig. 4(a), the folded wet tissues 41 are piled 
up In a neat pile and the neat pile of tho wot tissues 41 
is sealed in a sealed pouch 40 formed from a soft film. 
Each wot tissue 41 is folded substantially in two along 
a fold 42. Folded wet tissues 41 respectively having 
folds 42 on the opposite sides are piled alternately. The 
lower half 41 b of a first folded wet tissue 41 lies between 
the upper half 41 b of a second folded wet tissue 41 un- 
derlying the first folded wet tissue 41 and the upper half 
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41 a of a third wet tissue 41 underlying tho second folded 
wet tissue 41 . When the top wet tissue 41 is pulled put 
of the sealed pouch 40, the lower half 41 b of the same 
wet tissue 41 pulls up the upper half 41 a of the second 
top wet tissue 41. There is no particular restriction on s 
the method of folding the wet tissues 41 and the wet 
tissues 41 may be folded by any folding method, provid- 
ed that the we! tissues 41 can be successively taken out 
of the sealed pouch 40. For example, the wet tissues 41 
may be folded and piled up as shown in Fig. 4(b). An 
opening 40a is formed in the upper wall of tho sealed 
pouch 40 and the opening 40a is covered with a remov- 
able seal 45 attached to the upper wall of the sealed 
pouch 40. 

[0028] The wet tissues 41 are formed of a water-sol* is 
uble material. The wet tissues 41 may be formed of pa- 
per or may be sheets of a textile material , such as gauze 
or nonwoven fabric, foamed material or a paper-base 
soft material. A liquid with which the tissues are impreg- 
nated to provide the wet tissues 41 may be any one of 20 
wetting agents respectively containing germicides, dis- 
infectants and detergents, and cosmetics including lo- 
tions and milky lotions, 

[0029] A description will be given of a container holder 
1 for holding the container with a lid 1 0 on a toilet paper & 
holder attached to a fixed structure in a toilet room. 
[0030] Referring to Figs, 1 to 6. the container holder 
1 has a back part 2 having the shape of a flat plate on 
which the bottom wall 1 2 of the container with a lid 10 
is set, a pair guide parts 3 and 4 having an L-shaped 3Q 
cross section, and a support part 5 to be inserted in a 
slot 7a formed in a toilet paper holder 7. Opposite side 
edge parts 12a and 12b of the bottom wail 12 and the 
opposite side edge parts 14a and 1 4b of the flange 14 
of the container body 11 engage the guide parts 3 and 35 
4, respectively. 

[0031] The back part 2 and the pair of guide parts 3 
and 4 having an U-shaped cross section form a holding 
structure for holding the bottom wall 12 of the container 
with a lid 10 and the flange 14 of the container body 11. 40 
[0032] The guide member having an L-shaped cross 
section will be described. Referring to Figs. 2 and 6, the 
guide parts 3 and 4 hold the opposite side edge parts 
1 2a and 1 2b of the bottom wall 1 2 and the opposite side 
edge parts 14a and 14b of the flange 14 of the container <s 
body 1 1 , respectively. The opposite side edge parts 1 2a 
and ^^b of the bottom wall 12 and the opposite side 
edge parts 14a and 1 4b of the flange 1 4 of the container 
body 11 extend outward from the pair of side parts 13a 
and 13b of the container with a tid i o, respectively. so 
£0033] The convex side parts 13a and 13b of the side 
wall 13 are in contact with the edges of the guide parts 
3 and 4. 

[0034] Sections 3a and 4a of the edges of the guide 
parts 3 and 4 In contact with the convex side parts 1 3a ss 
and 13b are curved concavely. The container with a lid 
1 0 can be easily positioned on the container holder 1 by 
sliding the container with a lid 10 along the guide parts 
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3 and 4 of the container holder 1 so that the pair of con- 
vex side parts 13a and 13b of the side wail 13 engage 
the concave sections 3a and 4a of the guide parts 3 and 
4, respectively. 

[0035] As shown in Fig, 6, the support part 5 of the 
container holder 1 is Inclined at an angle K to the back 
part 5 so as to extend away from a plane including the 
surface of the back part 5. Preferably, the angle K is in 
the range of 6* to 20° . in this embodiment shown In Fig. 

[0036] Generally, the toilet paper holder 7 holds a toi- 
let paper roll 7b and is fastened to a wall 6 of the toilet 
room. Since the support part 5 of the container holder 1 
is inclined to the back part 2 of the same, the surface of 
the back part 2 is inclined to the wall 8, when the support 
part 5 is inserted In the slot 7a formed in the toilet paper 
holder 7 as shown in Fig. 6. Thus, the container with a 
lid 1 0 can be securely held by the container holder 1 
having the back part 2 and the guide parts 3 and 4 on 
the wall a In an in an Inclined position. 
[0037] Operation of the first embodiment thus formed 
will be described hereinafter. 

[0036] When holding the container with a lid 10 by the 
container holder 1 , the opposite side edge parts 1 2a and 
12b of the bottom wall 12 and the opposite side edge 
parts 1 4a and 1 4b of the flange 1 4 of the container body 
11 are inserted in a space between the guide parts 3 
and 4 of the container holder 1 so that the opposite side 
edge parts 12a and 12b of the bottom wail 1 2 and the 
opposite side edge parts 14a and 14b of the flange 14 
of the container body 11 engage the guide parts 3 and 
4, respectively. The container with a lid 1 0 can be easily 
positioned on the container holder 1 by sliding the con- 
tainer with a lid 10 along the guide parts 3 and 4 of the 
container holder 1 so that the pair of convex sida parts 
13a and 13b of the side wall 13 engage tho concave 
sections 3a and 4a of the guide parts 3 and 4, respec- 
tively. 

[0039] TTien, the support part 5 of the container holder 
1 is Inserted in , for example, the slot 7a of the toilet paper 
holder 7 to hold the container with a lid 10 securely on 
the toilet paper holder 7. 

[0040] When using the wet tissues 41 , the finger tab 
88 of the horizontal wail 55b of the operating member 
SS is depressed to disengage the stopping projection 32 
and the catching projection 33. Then, the lid 23 is 
opened by the resilience force of the rubber plate 50. 
[0041] The top wet tissue 41 is picked up between fin- 
gers and is pulled up. Then the wet tissue 41 is pulled 
out of the container body 11. When the top wet tissue 
41 is thus pulled out of the container body 11 , the lower 
half 4 1 b of the top wet tissue 41 pulls the upper half 41a 
of the second top wet tissue 41 Into the gap between 
the end edges of the first flaps 82 and thoso of the sec- 
ond flaps 83. After the top wet tissue 41 has been taken 
out, the upper half 41 a of the second top wet tissue 41 
is held between the first flaps 82 and the second flaps 
83. 
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[0042] Thus the container with a lid 1 0 can be easily 
held on the wall of the toilet room by holding the con- 
talnerwlth a lid 1 0 by the container holder 1 and inserting 
the support part 5 In the slot 7a of the toilet paper holder 
7. The lid 23 can be easily opened simply by depressing $ 
the finger tab 88 and the wet tissue 41 can be pulled out 
of the container with a lid 1 0 through the opening 24. 
[0043] Thus, according to the present invention, the 
container with a lid can be easily held by the toilet paper 
holder in the toilet room. The lid can be easily opened w 
and the contents of the container with a lid can be easily 
taken oul 

Second Embodiment 

£0044] A wet tissue dispenser In a second embodi- 
ment according to the present Invention will be de- 
scrfoed hereinafter. Figs. 7 to 10 show a wet tissue dis- 
penser, i.e., a combination of a container with a lid and 
a container holder so 
[0045] A wet tissue container (container with a lid) 1 0 
is held by a container holder 1 on a toilet paper holder 
placed in a toilet room. The container holder 1 will be 
described, 

[0046] Referring to Figs. 7, 8, 9 and 1 0, the container S5 
holder 1 has a back part 2 having. the shape of a flat 
plate on which a bottom wall 1 2 included in the container 
with a lid 1 0 is set, a pair first gu ide parts 1 03 formed on 
the back part 2 so as to be in contact with one side edgo 
part 12a of the bottom wall 12 and one edge part 14a of 30 
a flange 1 4 formed on a container body 11 , a pair of sec- 
ond guide parts 1 04 formed on the back part Z so as to 
be in contact with the other side edge part 12b of the 
bottom wall 1 2 and the other edge part 1 4b of the flange 
14, and a support part 5 extended from the back part 2. ss 
The first guide parts 1 03 and the second guide parts 1 04 
are formed on the opposite sides of the back part 2, re- 
spectively. The support part 5 Is Inserted In a slot 7a 
formed in a toilet paper holder 7, 

[0047] The back part 2, the first guide parts 1 03 and <w 
the second guide parts 1 04 form a holding structure for 
holding the bottom wall 12 of the container with a lid 10 
and the flange 14 of the container body 11. 
[0046] The first guide parts 1 03 and the second guide 
parts 104 will be described. Referring to Fig. 10, the first 
guide parts 103 and the second guide parts 104 have 
an L-shaped cross section. The opposite edge parts 1 2a 
and 12b of the bottom wall 12 and the opposite edge 
parts 1 4a and 1 4b of the flange 1 4 of the container body 
11 engagethefirstguidepartsiosandthesecondguide so 
parts 104. The edge parts 12a and 12b of the bottom 
wall 12 and the edge parts 14a and 1 4b of the flange 1 4 
of the container body 11 extend outside the opposite 
side parts 13a and 13b of a side wall 13 Included in the 
container with a lid 1 0. ss 
[0049] The pair of opposite side parts 13a and 13b of 
the side wall 13 are bulged convexly. The convex side 
parts 13a and 13b of the side wall 13 are in contact with 
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the first guldo parts 1 03 and the second guide parts 1 04, 
respectively. Thus, the container body 11 can be surety 
positioned on the back part 2. 
[0050] in this embodiment, an operating plate 60 Is 
formed integrally with the second guide parts 1 04 so as 
to extend away from the container with a lid 10 held on 
the container holder 1. When the operating plate 60 is 
pushed, the second guide parts 1 04 are bent away from 
the container with a lid 1 0 to disengage the second guido 
parts 104 from the edge parts 12b and 14b. 
[0051] The container holder 1 1s formed of a soft resin. 
Therefore, the second guide parts 104 can be easily 
bent by pushing the operating plate 60. The operating 
plate 60 may be omitted and force may be exerted di- 
rectly on the second guide parts 1 04 of the soft resin to 
bond the second guide parts 104. 
[0052] Referring to Figs. 8 and 1 0, the support part 5 
has estopping part 5a formed by raising a pan Thereof 
In the shape of a roof, The free end part 61 of the stop- 
ping part 5a engages the lower end (lower surface of a 
brim 62} of a part provided with the sloe 7a of the toilet 
papor holder 7. so that the support part 5 cannot be eas- 
try pulled off the toilet paper holder 7 when the container 
. holder 1 is pulled quickly. When the container holder 1 
Is pulled slowty away from the toilet paper holder 7, the 
stopping part 5a yields to lower the free end part 61 and 
the support part 5 can be pulled out of the toilet paper 
holder 7. 

[0053] A pair of stopper ribs 6 are formed on the back 
surface of the back part 2 opposite the front surface on 
which Che first guide parts 103 and the second guide 
parts 1 04 are formed. The lower ends of the stopper ribs 

6 rest on the upper surface of the brim B2 of the slot 7a 
of the toilet paper holder 7 to prevent the container hold- 
er 1 from dropping and to reinforce the back part 2. 
[0054] The stopper ribs 6 extends from a level below 
the first guide parts 103 to a level below the second 
guide parts 1 04. Therefore, the first guide parts 1 03 are 
held firmly, while the second guide parts 1 04 are able co 
bend. 

[0055] The container holder 1 can be held in place on 
the toilet paper holder 7 with the stopper ribs 6 resting 
on the upper surface of the brim 62 of the alot 7a. In this 
state, a space wide enough to permit a cover 7c cover^ 
ing a toilet paper roll 7b held on the toilet paper holder 

7 to swing for toilet paper rofl replacement Is formed be- 
tween the container with a lid 10 held on the container 
holder 1 and the cover 7c. Therefore, the cover 7c can 
be turned In a necessary angular range without remov- 
ing the container holder 1 holding the container with a 
lid 10 from the toilet paper holder 7. 

[0056] As shown In Fig. 10, the support part 5 of the 
container holder 1 is Inclined at an angle K to the back 
pan 5 so as to extend away from a plane including the 
surface of the back part 5. Preferably, the angle K is in 
the range of 5* to 20°. in this embodiment shown in Fig. 
10,K=»15°. 

[0057] As shown in Fig. 9, the toilet paper holder 7 
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holds a toilet paper roll 7b and Is attached to a wall 8 of a lid 10 with wet tissues 41 , the operating part 60 is 
a toilet room. Since the support part 5 of the container pressed to bond tha second guide parts 104 so that the 
holder 1 is Inclined to the back part 2 of the same as second guide parts 104 are disengaged from the edge 
mentioned above, the surface of the back part 2 is in- part 1 2b of the bottom wail 1 2 and the edge part 14b of 
dined to the wall a when the support part 5 is inserted s the flange 1 4.

Claims 

1. A combination of a wet tissue container and a con- & 
tainer holder comprising; 

a wet tissue container; and 



11, The combination according to claim 9, wherein 

the container holder has a support part ex* 
tending from the back part, and the support part is 
Inclined at an angle to the back part so that the wet 
tissue container can extend away from a plane in- 
cluding a surface of the back pan. 
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12. The combination according to claim 1 , wherein 

the container holder has a holding structure 
capable of holding the wet tissue container so that 
the wet tissue container can be removed from the 
container holder s 

13. The combination according to claim 12, wherein. 

the holding structure of the container holder 
Includes a back part with which a bottom wall of the 
wet tissue container comes into contact, a first io 
guide part that engages one of opposite edges of 
the wet tissue container, and a second guide part 
that engage the other adge part of the wet tissue 
container; and at least either the first guide part or 
the second guide part can bo bant relative to the "
